HEALTH  ACT,  1947. 

The  Health  Act,  1947,  which  came  into  force  on  April  1st,  1948, 
is  officially  defined  as  “ An  Act  to  make  further  and  better  pro- 
vision in  relation  to  the  health  of  the  people,  and  to  provide  for 
the  making  of  regulations  by  virtue  of  which  certain  changes  may 
be  made.”  This  is  a very  important  Act,  as  it  repeals  many  exist- 
ing statutes  under  older  Acts,  and  introduces  very  wide  con- 
cepts of  state  and  social  medicine.  Certain  provisions'  of  a com- 
pulsory or  semi-compulsory  nature  have  been  the  subject  of 
much  public  discussion,  and  there  still  appears  to  be  a certain 
amount  of  public  disquiet  about  some  aspects  of  these  provisions. 
Only  time  can  tell  how  far  these  misgivings  are  justified.  The  fact, 
however,  that  the  Bill  was  debated  at  such  length  in  the  Dail 
and  the  Press  shows  that  its  implications  have  been  fully  con- 
sidered, and  it  seems  unlikely  that  the  Act  as  it  now  stands  can 
incorporate  anything  directly  repugnant  to  the  Constitution 
which  was  accepted  by  the  country  under  the  previous  political 
regime. 


It  is  many  years  now  since  a comprehensive  Health  Act 
was  framed  to  meet  the  needs  of  this  country,  so  that  the  Act  is 
long  overdue.  It  is  very  wide  in  scope,  as  it  is  largely  an  Act  by 
means  of  which  detailed  Regulations  may  be  issued  covering 
practically  every  aspect  of  Public  Health. 

To  indicate  the  scope  of  recent  Health  legislation,  it  is 
sufficient  to  enumerate  the  following  enactments  : 

(1)  Health  Act,  1947 — commences  1/4/1948. 

(2)  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations,  1948  — commence

these  regulations  came  into  force  on  May  1st  1948  w 
make  considerable  alterations  in  the  law  and  procedure  relating  to 
infections.  Part  1 deals  with  the  citation^?  Se regSn° 
definitions,  commencement,  revocations,  enforcement  and  notice 
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of  provisions  of  the  regulations.  The  responsibility  of  adminis- 
tering the  infectious  disease  service  is,  in  accordance  with  the 
Health  Act,  1947,  transferred  to  the  Health  Authorities  (i.e. 
the  County  and  County  Borough  Councils)  from  the  sanitary 
authorities  (which  include  the  Urban  District  Councils). 

Part  II.  deals  with  the  specification  of  infectious  diseases 
as  provided  for  in  Section  29  of  the  Health  Act.  Most  of  the  dis- 
eases listed  are  covered  by  the  existing  legislation  and  regula- 
tions relating  to  infectious  disease  which  are  repealed  by  the  Act. 
New  inclusions  are  anthrax,  infective  hepatitis,  impetigo  conta- 
giosa, infective  mononucleosis,  streptococcal  sore  throat  and  tinea 
capitis.  In  addition,  tuberculosis  and  the  venereal  diseases  are 
now  included  in  the  general  list  of  infectious  diseases.  Up  to  the 
present  they  have  been  dealt  with  separately  in  legislations  and 
regulations. 

Articles  8,  9,  10  and  11  deal  with  the  exclusion  of  certain 
of  the  listed  diseases  from  the  definition  of  infectious  disease 
for  the  purpose  of  certain  sections  of  the  Health  Act. 

Article  9. — Section  3S  provides  for  the  compulsory  isola- 
tion in  certain  circumstances  of  persons  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases. 

Article  10. — Section  41  deals  with  the  rehabilitation  of 
persons  suffering  or  recovering  from  infectious  disease. 

Article  11.— -Section  44  relates  to  payment  of  allowances  to 
persons  suffering  from  infectious  disease  and  their  dependents. 

Part  III.  of  the  Regulations  contains  a series  of  general  pro- 
visions dealing  with  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  infectious 
disease  and  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infection. 

Article  14  defines  the  powers  of  examining  persons  to  find  out 
if  they  are  infectious. 

Health  authorities  are  obliged  under  article  19  to  make 
arrangements  for  cleaning,  disinfection  and  disinfestation  and 
provision  is  made  in  relation  to  charges  for  these  services. 

Article  21  makes  it  compulsory  for  each  health  authority  to 
make  and  operate  a Venereal  Disease  Scheme.  Under  existing 
law,  county  and  county  borough  councils  had  power  to  make 
such  schemes,  but  were  not  compelled  to  do  so. 

Part  IV.  relates  to  immunisation  and  vaccination. 

Article  24  replaces  the  Vaccination  Acts,  which  are  repealed 
by  the  Health  Act.  Under  this  Article  it  will  be  possible  to  have 
either  what  might  be  termed  semi-compulsory  vaccination  or 
absolutely  compulsory  vaccination.  Under  the  semi-compulsory 
scheme,  a chief  medical  officer  can,  after  a child  is  three  months 
old  send  to  his  parent  a notice  requiring  the  child’s  attendance  tor 
vaccination  at  a named  time  and  place.  If  he  has  an  objection  to 
vaccination,  the  parent  will  have  the  right  to  opt  out  by  sending 
a written  objection  to  the  chief  medical  oflicer.  lhe  Minister  may  , 
however,  make  an  Order  under  section  32  of  the  Act  making 
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vaccination  compulsory  under  certain  circumstances.  In  such  a 
case  a parent  would  not  have  any  right  to  refuse  to  submit  the 
child  for  vaccination,  except  where  it  was  unnecessary  or  medi- 
cally undesirable. 

Article  25,  which  deals  with  immunisation  against  diph- 
theria, is  similar  to  Article  24. 

PART  I\.  deals  with  the  notification  of  infectious  diseases 
and  replaces  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,'  1889, 
as  extended  by  various  provisions  of  subsequent  Infectious 
Diseases  Regulations.  The  diseases  listed  in  the  second  schedule 
to  the  Regulations  will  be  notifiable,  except  impetigo  contagiosa, 
influenza  and,  where  it  occurs  outside  am  urban  area,  scabies. 

Article  33  and  34,  which  deal  with  the  intimation  and  notifi- 
cation of  tuberculosis,  replace  the  Tuberculosis  Notification  Order, 
1919.  The  scope  of  that  provision  is  widened  to  cover  all  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  The  provisions  relating  to  intimation  are  new. 
The  following  are  now  notifiable  : Pleurisy  with  effusion,  Erythema 
Nodosum,  Phlyctenular  Conjunctivitis— conditions  which  are 
often  associated  with  tubercular  infection. 

Article  35  is  also  a new  provision  whereby  it  is  hoped,  without 

any  names  being  divulged,  to  obtain  more  accurate  information 

than  is  at  present  available,  as  to  the  incidence  of  venereal  disease 

and  the  willingness  of  persons  suffering  from  it  to  take  treatment.

The  three  cases  notified  in  January  were  all  members  of  the 
same  household,  consisting  of  two  elderly  bachelors  and  a niece, 
living  in  an  area  in  which  typhoid  has  been  endemic  for  some 
years.  One  of  the  males  (aged  50  years)  had  died  before  the  doctor 
was  called  to  his  brother  (aged  62  years).  This  man  was  very  ill  at 
this  stage  and  died  next  day.  The  niece  was  transferred  to  hos- 
pital, where  she  made  a complete  recovery. 

Six  cases  which  occurred  between  March  and  August  in  one 
area  are  believed  to  have  been  caused  by  a “ carrier,”  who  was 
identified  as  a result  of  an  intensive  search  for  the  source  of  in- 
fection. 

There  were  two  cases  of  paratyphoid  from  one  area  in  October 
both  of  whom  recovered.  The  source  of  infection  was  not  traced!

In 
common  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  County  Donegal  suffered  from 
a fairly  sharp  epidemic  of  the  disease  this  year.  There  were  five 
deaths.

The  cases  were  fairly  widely  scattered  all  over  the  County,  and 
there  was  no  abnormal  incidence  in  any  of  the  towns.  It  was 
rather  noticeable  that  of  the  four  adults  who  survived  all  suffered 
from  fairly  severe  paralysis  of  both  lower  limbs.  One  of  these 
patients  has  partly  recovered  the  use  of  his  right  lower  limb, 
but  the  other  three  are  still  suffering  from  complete  paralysis, 
and  are  not  likely  to  recover.  There  were  only  two  cases  in  chil- 
dren of  paralvsis  of  both  lower  limbs  In  neither  case  was  it  com- 
plete, and  they  both  have  made  a fair  recovery.  Of  the  five 
deaths,  four  were  in  adults  and  one  in  a child. 

It  is  thus  pretty  obvious  that  adults  were  much  more  severely 
affected  than  children  both  as  regards  mortality  and  after 


effects. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  pregnant  women,  both  of  whom  died. 
This  is  in  accordance  with  the  usual  finding  that  the  disease 
carries  a heavy  mortality  in  this  condition.  One  of  these  cases 
suffered  from  diaphragmatic  paralysis  complicated  by  bulbar- 

symptoms,  and  died  very  rapidly.  . , . .

(1)  A modern  Manlove-plliott  steam  disinfector  at  the 
County  Home,  Stranorlar,  looked  after  by  a compe- 
tent engineer. 

(a)  A portable  “ Sack  ’’  Disinfector,  purchased  by  the  Board 
of  Health  m 1941,  is  temporarily  housed  in  the  District 
Hospital,  Donegal  town,  through  the  courtesy  of 
Dr.  Gallagher,  Medical  Officer  to  the  hospital. 
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(3)  and  (4)  Two  American  Mobile  Disinfectors,  obtained  on 
loan  from  the  Irish  Red  Cross  Society.  One  of  these  is 
stationed  at  Letterkenny  District  Hospital,  and  the 
other  at  Carndonagh  District  Hospital. 

No  definite  provision  has  yet  been  made  for  the  official  trans- 
port of  infected  material  to  the  above  centres.

At  the  end  of  May,  1948,  there  was  a list  comprising  7 males 
and  3 females  awaiting  admission  to  hospital  for  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  list  of  pulmonary  cases  awaiting  local  hospital 
accommodation  comprised  22  males  and  20  females. 

It  will  be  evident  from  the  above  that  the  projected  accom- 
modation for  60  beds  in  Killybegs  is  urgently  needed.  Most  of  the 
cases  on  the  list  for  local  hospitals  may  have  to  wait  anything 
up  to  three  or  four  months  before  a vacancy  occurs. 

There  were  18  patients  awaiting  admission  to  I eamount 
Sanatorium,  but  this  figure  includes  10  patients  already  in  local 
hospitals.  They  must  resign  themselves  to  a waiting  perioc  o 
six  months  to  nine  months  before  a vacancy  can  be  obtained.  A 
number  of  them  deteriorate  to  such  an  extent  during  this  period 
that  they  derive  very  little  benefit  from  the  Sanatorium  regime. 

Oneof  the  most  .urgent  needs  of  the  moment  is  the  provision 
of  proper  hospital  accommodation  for  adult  non-pulmonar> 
tuberculosis  Practically  no  cases  of  this  nature  are  now  taken  in 
Dublin  institutions.  Lifford  Hospital  takes  a few cases  dutmg 
the  vear  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Matron  and  attend  ng 
Sureeon  but  as  they  have  repeatedly  pointed  out  to  this  depar 
ment,  the  limited  accommodation  available  is  not  at  all  suitable  or 
these  cases,  who  should  have  the  most  up-to-date  orthopaedic 
tStment  in  special  institutions.  This  particular  phase  of  the 
tuberculosis  problem  is  most  unsatisfactory  and  disquieting. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (MAINTENANCE)  REGULATIONS,  1948. 

The  above  regulations  were  made  in  virtue  of  Section  44  of 
the  Health  Act,  1947,  which  section  applies  to  a person  who  : — 

(a)  is  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease,  and 

(b)  is  undergoing  treatment  therefor  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  chief  medical  officer  of  the  health  authority,  and 

(c)  is  thereby  prevented  from  making  reasonable  and  proper 
provision  for  his  own  maintenance  or  the  maintenance  of 
his  dependants. 

The  only  infectious  diseases  to  which  the  above  regulations 
apply  are  the  following  : — 

(1)  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

(2)  Diphtheria. 

(3)  Paratyphoid  A. 

(4)  Paratyphoid  B. 

(5)  Tuberculosis. 

(6)  Typhoid. 

(7)  Typhus, 

The  inclusion  of  Tuberculosis  in  the  above  list  means 
that  tuberculous  patients  who  are  undergoing  treatment  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  are  eligible 
for  monetary  payments,  where  financial  hardship  may  be  in- 
curred either  by  themselves  or  by  their  dependents,  as  a result 
of  the  disease.  The  payment  shall  be  a weekly  payment,  calcu- 
lated at  a rate  specified  in  the  regulations.  For  patients  not 
receiving  treatment  in  an  institution,  the  following  rates  of 
payment  have  been  sanctioned  : —

COUNTY  HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

Lay-out  Plans  for  the  erection  of  182  Labourers’  Cottages  in 
the  County  Health  District  were  approved.  These  Cottages  are  to 
be  .erected  in  the  following  areas  : —

Steps  were  also  taken,  as  far  as  possible,  for  the  advancement 
of  the  housing  programme  for  the  remaining  areas  of  the  County. 

LETTERKENNY  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

The  third  section  of  the  90  house  Scheme,  consisting  of  42 
houses,  was  completed  during  the  year. 

185  Working-class  houses  have  now  been  provided  by  the 
Council. 

The  erection  of  the  above-mentioned  42  houses  completes 
86  of  the  proposed  90  houses.  Remainder  of  scheme  will  now  be 
proceeded  with  as  part  of  proposed  46  house  Scheme. 

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  approved  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Local  Government  for  46  house  Scheme,  and  the  Bill  of 
quantities  is  at  present  in  course  of  extraction.  When  available, 
advertisements  inviting  tenders  will  be  published. 

With  the  completion  of  this  46  house  Scheme,  all  land 
acquired  by  the  Council  for  housing  purposes  under  Letterkenny 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order,  1935,  will  be  practically  exhausted. 

During  the  year,  one  private  dwellinghouse  was  completed, 
and  two  further  houses  are  nearing  completion. 

Special  permission  under  Town  and  Regional  Planning  Acts  to 
erect  dwelling  houses  was  given  in  three  cases  during  the  year. 

BUNCRANA  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

A Scheme  of  16  houses  at  the  Castlefield  has  been  completed, 
the  all-in  cost  of  which  was  in  the  region  of  £20,000.  These  are  a 
better-class  dwelling-house,  through  lighted,  with  bath-rooms 
installed.  The  weekly  rent,  though  not  yet  finally  decided,  will 
be  around  18/-,  inclusive  of  rates. 

Tenders  for  a further  scheme  of  32  houses  have  been  taken 
and  four  tenders  have  been  received.  These  are  for  building  only, 
exclusive  of  electric  lighting  and  plumbing.  The  lowest  shows 
an  amount  of  £1 ,261  per  house,  which  has  been  considered  reason- 
able by  the  Architect,  Mr.  W.  j.  Doherty,  Castle  Street,  Derry. 


T!.e  County  Manager  has  not  yet  made  an  Order  accepting  any 
tender  but  if  and  when  he  does  so  the  Department  of  Local 
Government  will  have  the  final  decision  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
price  is  reasonable. 

1 he  Housing  Committee  at  its  last  meeting  considered 
sites  for  a future  scheme  of  100  houses  and  these  were  referred 
to  the  Town  Planning  Consultant,  Mr.  I'rank  Gibney,  29  Merrion 
Scpiare,  Dublin,  for  his  opinion.  He  recommends  two  sites  and 
contour  plans  are  at  the  moment  being  prepared  for  these.  The 
question  of  writer  and  sewerage  is  also  under  consideration. 


BUNDORAN  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

Pi o\  ision  is  being  made  for  the  erection  of  25  working-class 
houses.  Land  was  acquired  and  architects  appointed,  Messrs. 
Corr  and  McCormick,  Greencastle,  Co.  Donegal.

Glenties  Area. 

Meat  Inspection. — Throughout  the  year  1947,  the  slaughter- 
houses were  found  to  be  well  kept,  clean,  and  comply  with  the 
regulations.  There  were  805  carcases  examined,  and  those  found 
to  be  infected  with  tuberculosis,  dropsy  and  inflammation  were 
condemned  and  rendered  unavailable  for  human  food,  as  also 
were  portions  of  carcases,  owing  to  injuries  and  decomposition. 
Quantities  of  mince  meat  were  also  condemned. 

Milk  Inspection. — I had  27  samples  examined  and  they 
were  found  to  be  clean  and  free  from  disease. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — These  were  regularly  inspected  and 
found  clean  and  in  good  order.  259  cows  were  examined.  1 he 
milk  supply  from  cows  affected  with  mastitis  was  stopped,  and  the 
animals  isolated. 
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Bovine  Tuberculosis  Order.— There  were  27  cases  reported 
under  this  Order.  On  examination  6 proved  positive  and  were 
Immediately  slaughtered  and  compensation  awarded. 

Sheep  Scab. — All  sheep  in  the  area  were  double  dipped, 
according  to  regulations.  There  were  no  outbreaks  reported. 

Fairs  were  attended  and  all  livestock  exposed  for  sale 
inspected.  Following  inspection  of  sheep  a number  of  owners  were 
prosecuted  for  exposing  sheep  for  sale  suffering  from  sheep  scab. 


Letterkenny  Urban  Area. 

Throughout  the  year  1947,  on  inspection  of  the  Meat  Supply 
I had  302  carcases  examined  and  I condemned  and  rendered 
unavailable  for  human  food  portions  of  carcases  owing  to  injuries 
and  decomposition.  Carcases  with  tuberculosis,  dropsy  and 
inflammation  were  completely  condemned  and  rendered  unfit  for 
food,  as  were  also  quantities  of  mince  meat.  I also  condemned 
•)  salmon  as  unfit  for  human  food,  owing  to  decomposition  and 
had  them  buried. 

Supply.-  I had  a number  of  samples  forwarded  to 
Dublin  lor  bacteriological  examination,  and  they  were  found 
satisfactory.  Samples  were  also  tested  for  tuberculosis  and  found 
negative. 

Inspections  under  The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  were  carried 
out.  The  cows  were  examined  and  dairy  utensils  inspected  The 
premises  were  in  good  order,  and  utensils  clean.  There  were 
o cows,  the  use  of  whose  milk  was  suspended  owing  to  mastitis, 
ihese  were  isolated  and  put  under  treatment.

The  County  Scheme  administered  by  the  County  Council  is, 
briefly,  as  follows  : — 

1.  A register  of  blind  persons  in  the  County  is  kept  up  to  date. 

2.  Arrangements  are  made  by  the  County  Council  for  the 
following  : — 

(a)  The  education  or  industrual  training  of  suitable  blind 
persons  between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirty  years. 

(b)  The  employment  in  workshops  for  the  Blind  of  blind 
persons,  suitable  for  such  employment,  their  maintenance 
in  a hostel,  and  the  augmentation  of  their  wages. 

(c)  The  maintenance  in  Homes  of  blind  persons,  who,  owing 
to  age  or  infirmity  are  incapable  of  work. 

3.  The  County  Council  may,  in  the  case  of  unemployable  and 
necessitous  blind  persons  ineligible  for  education  or  industrial 
training  under  the  Scheme,  and  iiving  in  their  own  homes,  or  in 
lodgings,  grant  assistance  to  such  persons  in  accordance  with 
the  following  scale  : —

TEETH. 

The  following  reports  have  been  submitted  : — 

REPORT  OF  MR.  J.  R.  KELLY,  B.D.S. 

During  the  year  1947,  Dental  Clinics  were  held  in  nineteen 
Dispensary  Districts.  Of  the  829  children  recommended  for 
dental  treatment  approximately  65%  attended  and  were  treated. 
As  in  former  years,  attendance  was  reasonably  good  but  absentee- 
ism is  still  a source  of  worry.  Until  parents  become  “ tooth- 
conscious ” (only  achieved  through  intense  propaganda — films 
and  charts)  one  may  not  expect  the  children  to  attend  in  greater 
numbers. 
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Often  where  cases  of  supernumerary  teeth  are  referred  to 
the  clinic  one  is  disappointed  to  find  advanced  gingivitis  too. 
The  teeth  are  quite  good  and  this  gum  trouble  could  have  been 
overcome  easily  with  a little  attention  in  the  home.  One  cannot 
be  too  severe  with  country  parents — the  Nation  as  a whole  is 
very  backward  in  dental  hygiene. 

National  Health  Insurance  Benefits  are  again  available  to 
adults  after  being  in  abeyance  for  over  a year.  Those  who  avail 
of  it  gain  a certain  amount  of  dental  education  which  is  bound 
to  react  favourably  on  the  care  given  the  children’s  teeth  in  the 
home.  However,  one  cannot  expect  too  much  until  the  opportune 
time  arrives  to  work  the  whole  school  dental  problem  in  a more 
satisfactory  way.

School  Dental  Clinics  are  well  attended  'and  parents  are 
becoming  more  “ teeth  conscious  ” in  regard  to  their  children, 
and  they  seem  to  appreciate  the  importance  of  sound  teeth  in 
maintaining  good  health 

There  are  a certain  number  of  refusals.  Either  the  parent 
refuses  consent,  or  the  parent  consents  and  the  child  refuses 
and  nothing  can  be  done  in  these  cases  because,  owing  to  a com- 
plete lack  of  parental  control,  the  child  does  exactly  what  he 
or  she  pleases.  On  the  other  hand  children  spontaneously  ask  if 
they  need  dental  treatment  and  are  anxious  to  have  it  carried 
out.

The  last -mentioned  case  showed  enlarged  glands  at  the  root 
of  the  lungs.  He  has  progressed  favourably  at  home  and  is  again 
attending  school. 

Only  five  of  the  observation  cases  attended  for  X-Ray  when 
requested  to  do  so.  In  no  case  were  there  any  active  lesions. 
Three  showed  healed  primary  infection. 

HEART  DISEASE  AND  RHEUMATISM. 

Examination  of  the  school-cards  revealed  that  out  of  a total 
of  5,793  children  examined  in  1947,  38  are  noted  as  having  cardiac 
conditions.  On  further  scrutiny  of  these,  it  was  concluded  that 
probably  only  14  were  definite  cases  of  heart  disease.  They  were 
classified  as  follows  : — 

Mitral  Disease  ...  ...  9

In  only  three  of  the  cases  of  Mitral  Disease  could  a history  of 
Rheumatism  be  elicited. 

The  above  figures  give  a total  incidence  of  heart  disease  of 
2.4  per  1,000.  There  are  as  yet  no  convenient  facilities  for 
specialist  examination  of  these  children. 

SCHOOL  MEALS. 

COUNTY  HEALTH  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  1947,  a sum  of  £2,119  7s.  6d.  was  spent  by 
the  Donegal  County  Council  in  providing  meals  for  children 
attending  106  schools  in  the  scheduled  Gaeltacht  area. 

LETTERKENNY  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

The  monthly  average  of  meals  supplied  during  the  period 
April,  1947,  to  March,  1948,  was  498.  The  meal  consists  of  bread, 
jam  and  cocoa-milk -sugar  compound. 

BUNDORAN  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

There  is  a Committee  in  charge,  comprised  of  Very  Rev. 
D.  Canon  McGrath,  P.P.  ; Edward  Daly,  Esq;  Councillors  F. 
O’Gorman,  Joseph  O’Dohertv  and  James  O’Doherty.  The 
Council  provided  a school  meals’  Superintendent  to  dispense 
the  meals.  Average  daily  attendance,  45.  Meals  consist  of  bread, 
butter  and  cocoa,  milk  and  sugar  compound. 

BALLYSHANNON  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

During  the  year  1947,  10,946  meals  were  served  to  the  fol- 
lowing schools  by  the  Ballyshannon  Town  Commissioners  : Con- 
vent of  Mercy  N.S.,  4,248  ; St.  Joseph’s  N.S.,  4,728  ; Carrickboy 
N.S.,  1,970.  Total  cost  : £172  18s.  lid. 
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Meals  consist  of  bread  and  butter,  with,  during  summer 
months,  milk,  and  in  winter  a hot  drink  of  cocoa,  sugar  and  milk 
compound.  For  this  purpose  it  was  necessary  to  instal  an  electric 
urn  for  cooking  in  St.  Joseph’s  N.S.  School  Meals  Superintendents 
are  employed  by  the  Commissioners  to  dispense  the  meals. 

BUNCRANA  URBAN  DISTRICT. 

No  Scheme  was  in  operation  in  the  Buncrana  Urban  District 
during  the  year  1947. 

Bast  year  the  unsatisfactory  administration  of  the  School 
Meals  Scheme  was  commented  on  in  my  report. 

Arising  out  of  a report  on  Inishboffin  Island  National  School, 
the  following  report  was  submitted  to  the  County  Council  on  the 
23rd  January,  1947  : — 

“ The  whole  question  of  school  meals  wrould  need  to  be 
dealt  with  on  a national  basis,  in  my  opinion,  if  they  are  to  be 
successfully  oriented.  It  would  not  be  unreasonable  to  request 
the  appointment  of  a National  Commission  to  deal  with  the 
whole  matter  fairly  exhaustively. 

“ In  practically  all  the  schools  there  is  no  suitable  place  for 
serving  the  meals,  with  the  result  that  the  schoolrooms  are  littered 
with  bread-crumbs  after  a meal.  Where  elder  pupils  are  pressed 
into  the  service',  they  are  apt  to  cut  their  hands  when  slicing 
bread,  and  their  parents  are  not  pleased,  to  say  the  least  of  it. 
Furthermore,  the  teachers  are  not  very  willing  to  give  up  a large 
portion  of  their  own  short  lunch  hour  to  supervision  and  dis- 
tribution of  school  meals.  In  any  case,  it  does  not  seem  fair  to  ask 
them  to  do  so.  The  grant  is  so  small  in  most  areas  that  it  would 
only  last  about  two  months  if  butter  was  supplied.  When  butter 
has  occasionally  been  supplied,  it  was  difficult  to  spread  in  cold 
weather,  and  therefore  took  up  extra  time  to  prepare  it.  Where 
cocoa  mixture  has  been  approved  it  has  been  supplied  in  paper 
receptacles,  with  the  result  that  it  has  become  hard  and  caked, 
and  thus  difficult  to  manipulate.  It  should  be  supplied  in  air-tight 
tins. 

Dry  bread  as  the  sole  constituent  of  a school  meal  is  obviously 
absurd,  and  I recommend  that  for  Inishboffin  School  a proper  meal 
be  provided  in  some  convenient  premises,  with  cocoa  mixture, 
\\  holemeal  bread  and  butter,  a piece  of  cheese  and  an  apple  or  an 
orange  or  a raw  carrot  (I  assume  that  with  present  difficulties  of 
supply  it  is  not  feasible  to  supply  milk).  It  will  be  obvious  from 
the  foregoing  that  the  present  grant  is  quite  inadequate  to  allow  for 
a proper  school  meal,  and  the  same  holds  for  many  schools  in 
bounty  Donegal.  It  would  appear  that  the  main  difficulty  in  the 
provision  of  adequate  school  meals  boils  down  to  a question  of 
finance,  and  the  sooner  this  is  realised  by  all  concerned,  the  sooner 
will  the  matter  of  school  meals  be  debated  on  a rational  basis.” 
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SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

Of  the  184  Schools  examined  during  the  year,  150  were 
adversely  reported  on  : —

Aghadahor  (Rosguill)  : Earth  closets  in  very  bad  repair. 
Playground  space  inadequate.  No  water  for  drinking.  Wash-hand 
basins  not  available. 

Ardfarna  (Ballyshannon)  : Playground  too  damp.  Turf 

house  needed. 

Ballinakillew  (Laghey)  : School  room  too  dark — larger 

windows  needed.  Crooks  needed  for  cloak  room.  Second  fire 
required.  Lavatory  wall  needs  repairs,  and  one  door  required. 
School  w'alls  need  painting  and  repair. 

Baleymagroarty  (Baelintra)  : Playground  too  small. 

Lavatories  need  repairs.  Two  teachers  in  one  room. — partition 
needed.  Front  door  and  two  windows  need  repairs.  Cloak  room 
too  small. 

BaleyholEy  (Manorcunningham)  : Playground  surface 

very  bad — one  must  plough  through  mud  to  reach  the  boys’ 
closet.

Water  supply  not  satisfactory  for 
drinking.  Wash-hand  basins  not  available, 
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Bunaninver  (Cross  Roads  Bunbeg)  : Water  supply  not 

Pegs 
missing  from  cloakroom. 

BaelinamorE  (Doochary)  : Playground  space  too  small.
